~ Susanna Younkin Schrock ~

Susanna Younkin (1814-1891) was bom in 
1814. She married Andrew Schrock (1807-1889) 
on Dec. 12, 1841. In 1850, they resided in Upper 
Turkeyfoot Township, with Susan’s 56-year-old 
father, Yankee John Younkin, under their roof 
and working as a laborer. Two houses away lived 
Daniel and Elizabeth Williams, whose daughter 
Amanda married Martin Miner. 

During the Civil War, 
they corresponded with 
their nephew Ephraim 
Miner, a soldier with the 
142nd Pennsylvania 
Volunteer Infantry, who 
was recovering from 
injuries at the Battle of 
Fredericksburg. In 
calendar year 1864, they 
sent him at least five letters, which he noted with 
tick marks in the back of his daily diary. (The 
page is reproduced in the book Well At This 
Time: The Civil War Diaries of Ephraim 
Miner.) 

The Schrocks are said to have had seven children, but 
tragically only two grew to adulthood, Perry Schrock 
and Ephraim Schrock. The others, who died young, 
included David Schrock, Sarah Schrock and Caroline 
Schrock. 

When the Old Bethel Church of God was organized 
in about 1850, the Schrocks were charter members, 
along with John F. Kregar, Jonathan Dumbauld, 

A.W. Faidley, Henry Kreger and their spouses, as 
well as Josiah Gross, Susan Younkin, a fact recorded 



Andrew’s name in the 
back of his nephew's 
Civil War diary 
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in the book History of Bedford and Somerset 
Counties, Pennsylvania, published by Blackburn, 
Welfley and Koontz. 

They are said to have 
had a small burying 
ground on their farm 
which later was 
owned by Elmer 
Pletcher. Their son 
David, said to have 
drowned in Laurel 
Hill Creek, is buried 
here, and his parents 
also. 

Andrew died on the 
Fourth of July 1889, 
at the age of 83. 

Susanna lived for 
another two years, and passed into eternity at the age 
of 76 on May 24, 1891. They are interred in the 
Kingwood Church of God Cemetery. 

Son Perry Schrock (1845-1911) was bom on Dec. 11, 
1846. He married Christianna (?) (1842-1924). Perry 
died on Dec. 17, 1911, at age 66. Christianna outlived 
him by 13 years and passed away on Jupe 13, 1924. 
They are buried in the Kingwood Church of God 
Cemetery. Their grave marker inscriptions were 
recorded during the Great Depression by laborers of 
the Works Progress Administration (WPA). Today 
the impressive marker is still standing and the texts 
are very legible. 

Son Ephraim Schrock (1852-1920) was bom on the 
Fourth of July 1852 near Kingwood. He married a 
cousin, Eleanor Josephine Ellen Younkin (1858- 
1938), daughter of Jacob C. and Lucy A. (Weimer) 
Younkin. They had nine children: Annie Melissa 
Schrock, Minnie Etta Schrock, George Reed Schrock, 
Ira Schrock, Elva M. Schrock, Della Mae Schrock, 

Ida Marie Schrock, Glenn H. Schrock and Harold 
"Harry" Schrock. Ephraim died in Kingwood on June 
10, 1920, at the age of 67. His remains were interred 
in the Kingwood Odd Fellows Cemetery. Eleanor 
outlived him by 18 years, and moved into 
Connellsville, Fayette County. She died there at the 
age of 79 on Jan. 21, 1938. 

~ Jacob H. "Devil Jake" Younkin ~

Jacob H. "Devil Jake" Younkin (1808-1868) was 
bom on April 6, 1808 in Turkeyfoot Township. He 


married Sarah A. Tannehill (1827-1887), daughter of 
Zachariah and Mary A. (Lanning) Tannehill. 

Many years after Jake's death, a Younkin researcher 
described how he derived his interesting nickname: 
"That he lived near the Jersey Church in Somerset 
Co. and was in the habit of getting drunk quite 
frequently, and on these sprees would cut some great 
capers. On one occasion am told he climbed on top of 
bam roof and had a great time. Also that there were 
several Jacob Younkin of his day and each had a 
distinguishing nickname." 

Their children were Andrew J. Younkin, Messmore 
Younkin, John T. Younkin, Eli Younkin, Orphelia 
Younkin, Georgp B. McClellan Younkin and Sarah 
"Sadie" Mitchell. The Younkins migrated in about 
1863 from Turkeyfoot Township to Pennsville, a 
village north of Connellsville. 

Jacob is said to have died on June 25, 1868. The 
place of his death, and burial site, are lostto history 
for now. 

After four years as a widow, in 1872 Sarah moved 
into the city of Connellsville. The local newspaper 
once said that "She was a kind, affectionate mother. 
She was never more happy than when she could do a 
friend or neighbor any service... She was an earnest 
Christian, and a consistent member of the Baptist 
church." 

She married again to John Metcalf. He died during 
the 1880s of tuberculosis, or "consumption" as it was 
then known. 

Her world was deeply shaken in January 1887, when 
her son John was killed in an accident at Hyndman, 
Somerset County. A fellow trainman, engineer Will 
Thomey, said that the deceased was "as brave a boy 
as ever opened a throttle or reversed a lever on this 
line." Connellsville's Keystone Courier printed a 
particularly detailed account of the incident, saying 
John was an engineer "of high repute:" 

He has had several hairbreadth escapes on the 
Connellsville division, but his unusual luck 
deserted him this time. A westbound freight, due at 
Hyndman at 2 o'clock last Friday morning, arrived 
behind time, expecting to run into the siding there 
and clear the track for the eastbound Baltimore 
express. But the east end of the siding was blocked 
with cars and the freight train was compelled to

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run on and back in at the other end. This consumed 
all its margin of time. The train had barely gotten 
into the siding when the express train came 
thundering down the mountain at a rate of thirty 
miles per hour. In the hurry and excitement the 
flagman either neglected to close the swith or did 
not have time to do so, and the flying passenger 
train ran into the siding and collided with the 
freight. The occupants of the freight engine jumped 
and escaped. Those on the passenger train were 
not so lucky... Younkin, the engineer, attempted to 
get off his engine, and had swung himself to the 
steps, but he was too late. Before he could jump, 
the engines came together with a tremendous clash, 
throwing him violently between his engine and its 
tender. While in that position, the rebound of the 
cars crushed his hip and injured him internally. He 
was brought to his home here the next day. He is 
still living, but his life hangs by a very slender 
threat. 

John's mangled remains were laid to rest in 
Connellsville's Hill Grove Cemetery. 

Afterward, said the 
Keystone Courier, "The 
death of her son John 
was a severe blow to 
her. She could scarcely 
be reconciled to her 
loss. There was nothing 
that consoled her more 
than to take an offering 
of flowers and strew 
them upon his grave." 
Eight months after the 
accident, while on her 
way to place flowers on 
her son’s grave in August 1887, she decided to take 
the walking route near Gibson Station, rather than 
climb a steep hillside near the track. Tragically, she 
too was struck and killed by a moving locomotive, 
which was transporting the U.S. Mail to Baltimore 
and Washington, DC. She was struck near Trimble’s 
store, where the curve of the track kept the train 
hidden until it was too late. Reported the Keystone 
Courier, "The train left the depot on time. As it 
neared Gibson station, the quick, jerky 'hoot! hoot! 
hoot! of the locomotive whistle, as the train flew 
along, was the signal for every passenger's head to be 
poked out of a window. A great many people in town 
heard the signal and knew that some one was on the 


track. But those on the train and at the station soon 
knew that an old lady had been struck and killed." 

Her broken remains were placed at rest in Hill Grove 
Cemetery, and a coroner's inquiry pronounced the 
senseless death as an accident. A search of Hill 
Grove records shows that while the son has a stone, 
she does not, and sleeps anonymously. 

The tragedy so touched the public’s interest that for 
years afterward, at 10-year-anniversary increments, a 
short summary was republished in the Connellsville 
Daily Courier and also in 1937 in the Younkin 
Family News Bulletin.

morning. All was well till someone told his mom 
( my grandmother, Georgianna) about the 
singing...” 

Now, Stuart’s father, Don, tells us that the brass bed 
might have done for awhile, but that these boys had a 
regular antenna, set up on the Miller Building (now 
the Stoner Building) in Rockwood, and broadcast for 
several months. They had quite a few listeners around 
Rockwood, until the FCC shut them down!
